It Is 
I declared by all experts. Is most essen- 
tial if the whole matter is no' to end 
In a farce. 

Meaxurv of Protf^tiun. 
From the most reliable sources I 
understaad that Uruguay, Peru. 
Swiuerland aad probably Spali^ 'and 
Brasil, will take -their cue from 
Prance, refusing to consider disarm- 
ament. 

In explanation of her stand, France 
will state tbat the failure of the ma- 
terialixatlon of the Anglo-American 
pact to protect Praaee, proalaad by 
the American aad Britiah traaty mak- 
ers, compels her to koay a large army 
in order to protect heraelf from "fu- 
ture aggressions." 

In coiiti;ist with France's attitude, 
taly will agree wholeheartedly to dis- 
arm. In fact, she haa already fol- 
io wdd up her worda by actions and to 
redndag bar army to a total ot 100,- 
000 men as contrasted with France's 
S00,000. t Italy Is discharging 8.000 
general offlcera and at the same time 
the Italian cabinet ha^i agreed to a 
term of military service placed at a 
minimum of eight months' duration 
as against rranee's tana of two years 

As for Bn^and, it la certain she 
will Insist on disarmament, knowing 
that .she is faced with tlie Impossi- 
bility at the actual iiionieiit of keep- 
ing up with the I'nited States in tire 
matter of naval expenditures and 
knowing atoo that when the end of 
the "naval holiday" comes she will 
be acoBoartaally aad flaaaciaUy ia the 
most advantageous position to com- 
pete with the United States in tbe 
matter of shipbuilding whieb now to 
an utter impossibility.

igan district. Tbe ruling stipulates 
manufacture of home braw i* • viola- 
tion avoB where tbiare ia no aala or 
pvideana of conaumptlon. It was an- 
nounced. 

The ruling was asked by Orpgan In 
the case of a Iieimii man and the 
revenue coiledor was authorized to 
begin action to collect a penalty of 
$1,000 from the Detroiter, who is 
charged with manafaetara and poaaaa- 
slon of baer. 

The Treasury bepartment holds, 
according to Grogan. that the De- 
trol'er is liable to penalty as a manu- 
facturer uiiiier section .l.i of the na- 
tional prohibition act. "The penalty 
applies," .Mr. Qrogan aaaounelng the 
ruling aald "wherever Intoxicating 
malt liquors have been manufactured, 
this, regsrdless of the ultimate dis- 
position of the product, it applying In 
home l)rew c.;ses as well aa In cases 
Involving sale of the product." 

The penalty it was e.\plained. Is 
almilar to the percentage penalty im- 
posed on a delinquent income tax 
payer and la not a fine raaultlng from 
criminal prosecution.

"If any man havo a stubborn, ro- 
hpllioiw son of It! years old who will 
not obey the voice of his father or 
mother, and being chastened will not 
Jidkrkan unto tkam, than ikall his 
fatkar aad notka^ lay kold on kirn 
and bring hJm to tka aafiitrataa aa- 
aembled In conrt, and testify onto 
them that their son is stubborn and 
rebellious, and will not obty their 
Tolce, but lives in sundry crimes; 
anch a son shall be put to death." 

If any man turned Qaakar ke was 
flrat baniahed but if be did not atay 
kanlahed he was put to death. It was 
also against the law to fiirnUh food 
or lodKinK lo a "(Juakfr. Adamite, or 
other heretic." Xow the Quakers are 
highly esteemed everywhere. 

Every person who was absent from 
pnbllc worship on Lord's. day, or who 
ahould withdraw tbarefrom was 
•aad fire shilltBga '|for every sach 
•iafal mis-carriage." Some further 
Babbath laws were follows: "No- 
one shall run on the Sabbath day. or 
walk in the garden, or elsewhere, ex- 
cept reverently to and from meeting. 
NonOBo akall traral, eook Tlctnals, 
auke beds sweep honsa, cut bair 
skave on the Sablmth or fasting day. 
No woman slmll kiss her child on the 
Sabbath or fasting day. 
shall kiss his wife or wife kiss her 
husband on the Lord's day, the party 
in fault sh.-tll be pnnlsked at the dis- 
cretion of the conrt of magistrates." 

Though tha Sabbath day was kept 
otrictly there was no great freedom 
on oth:r days of the week, as may be 
seen from the fullowinK Ir.v which 
applied to every day: '•N'o-ono shall 
read common prayer (Kpiscojriiia:! i . 
keep Christmas or stints day, make 
minced pies, dance, play cards, or 
play on kn instrument except the 
drum, trumpet or Jew'.<!-harp." Who- 
ever hroiii'lit <?ari!s or (iico into tho 
domain v.as coiKii'mned lo pay a line 
of five pounds. 

Women's clothes were not over- 
looked by t^ase atern law-makers, 
who evidently aaw a tendency to too 
■nch display. It was decreed - th t 
ladies' dresses akoold be made long 
enough to hide their shoe-buckles, 
and that their sleeves should cover 
the arms to the wrists. Uoth si^xes 
were forbidden to wear clothes trim- 
med with gold, silver, or bone lace 
"above two akUUaga by the yard."
